Dr Hamilton uses the man 19 
an example to flustrate thu 
need for taking Cull preventive 
measures as Carly ag possible 
ngoinst » child'y habit of pul- 
ting Lhings into Its mouth. 

or Hamilton says that the 
man, now aged 23, drank a 
form of diainfectant from a 
dish at the age of two, but 
sustained ont auperfictal 
burning of the thos. 

His mother 
tramed him, 

“He sucked his thumb both 
at night and during the day 
and trom about four years bit 
his finger noils. At this age 
too, he developed a stammer 
und the impediment has re- 
muined,” says the article. 


Swallowed 1/- 


“At six yeurs he wos ud- 
mitted to hospital becouse of 
intestinal obstruction which he 
now says was due to his having 
swallowed a shilling. 

“On November 17, 1954, he 
wos admitted to hospital 
having drunk six fluid ounces 
or cough mixture. 

“He swullowed a halfpenny 
on Oct. 3, 1955, and thls was 
removed, 

"On Nov, 4, 1955, he was 
admitted to hospital, becausc 
he said he had swallowed a 
penny and a ftorin. The penny 
was removed but the florin 
was not traced, 

"On Dec, 12, 1956, he 
swallowed ten aspirin tablets 
and had on overnight odmis- 
pion’ to hospital. 

“Almost two years later on 
Aug, 16, 1057, he swallowed 12 


timorously res- 
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aspirin tablets and had a 
further short admission. 

"On Oct. 20, 1857, he was 
admitted to hospital having 
swallowed a florin, This was 
removed and he wae discharged 
on the following day. 

The same evening he swal- 
lowed 14 codeine tablets and 
was detained ayain avernight. 
On betng discharged, he swat- 
lowed 12 codeine tablets and 
presented himself at the 
casualty department of @ 
nearby infirmary. 

“Four days later, on Oct. 20, 
1057, he took 15° relaxing 
tablets plus 20 codeine tablets. 
Ho wag found in o profound 
sleep on a bus.

“He |s complctely egocentric 
and all hia behaviour is

whose aggression ts turned 
mainly inwards upon himsclf 
rather than directly against 
society, 

“While it iy not suggested 
tbat children with exaggerated 
oral habits will become adult 
psychopaths, the psychopathic 
individual frequently starts the 
abnormal behaviour in’ child- 
hood, 

“Since the therapeutic pros- 
pecty ore so poor, once the 
psychopathy Is established, It is 
the more desirable that full 
preventive Measures be taken 
os early oe possibte."—China
